Self-Defenae in Claimed and Young

HARRISON, Neb.,, June 17.—(Bpecial.)—

Foree claims that at a previous mest-
ing Harvey and his father, H. H. Russell,
threatened to kill him. Yesterday morn-
ing the young men met on the prairie with
the result that Russell was killed. The
only thing that Force hag to say is that
he 414 not know Russell was unarmed and
feared the latter would attempt to carry
out his previous threat. Force shot Har-
vey thres times, the last time through the
head wfter Russell had fallen to the
ground. Young Ruesell is a brother of
Charles Russell, who Is now serving a life
sentence at Lincoln for the murder of A,
M. Staudemier a year ago. Young Force
has drawn his gun on two different men
before.
